“I like to be low profile,” said North 
Dakota’s US Congressman greeting a 
handful of residents at South Park Tuesday 
morning, September 1. Kelly Armstrong’s 
unexpected stop in Ellendale was part of a 
quick swing through the Southeast part of 
the state, made possible by a last-minute 
change of his schedule. The Leader was 
notified of the event by an email for- 
warded from City Hall, along with about 
80 other recipients, just a few hours before 
the Congressman arrived. “Yesterday,” he 
said, “we had a meeting at Carrington and 
had five people. They just aren’t taking 
people into their city commission” due to 
COVID concerns. 

As Rep. Armstrong explained, the cur- 
rent situation in Congress, which is com- 
plicated by the COVID-19 crisis, has 
made his busy schedule even more unpre- 
dictable. At this point, outdoor meetings 
are preferred since they allow plenty of 
social distancing. “We’re in uncharted ter- 
ritory” Armstrong said several times as he 
spoke to the small group, which included 
several city council members, who gath- 
ered around picnic tables. “There’s no 
playbook for this.” 

“I shouldn’t be here right now, I should 
be in D.C.”, he went on, explaining that 
important work awaits there, but the 
majority party sets the scheduling. “We 
still have to fund the government, we 
have to get NDAA (National Defense 
Authorization) passed, and we have to

figure out some kind of extension of 
some of these PPE (personal protective 
equipment) programs. Meanwhile, as a 
parent of young children dealing with the 
complications of hybrid in-person / online 
instruction, and with an elderly parent 
who he has been unable to visit all sum- 
mer, he is feeling the pressures just like 
everyone else. 

Armstrong stressed that as a highly 
agricultural and energy-producing state, 
North Dakota’s economic success is high- 
ly dependent on the health of the rest of 
the nation. “The North Dakota economy 
doesn’t work if the rest of the world 
doesn’t open up,” he said. Speaking of 
this wider world, he acknowledged that 
regardless of one’s political persuasion, 
working across party lines is essential. 
“I’m a conservative and a Republican,” he 
said, “and fifty percent of the population 
doesn’t agree with me. But despite having 
divided government, we have to be able to 
work with the other side.” 

Speaking of the fall political campaigns, 
Armstrong acknowledged the chaotic 
aspects of current executive leadership. 
While critical of policies advocated by 
presidential candidate Joe Biden, he com- 
plimented the Democrat on his calm, 
reserved manner. “People right now just 
want calm in their lives,” said Armstrong, 
“not just from an intellectual standpoint, 
but from an emotional standpoint.”

Whitestone Hill ride. The 
trek was a 200-mile expedi- 
tion from Fort Thompson on 
the Crow Creek reservation to 
Whitestone Hill. 

Rob Gill, who lives in 
Minnesota with his wife and 
three children, was sitting at 
a picnic table as the sun went 
low over the Couteau to the 
west. He was looking calm- 
ly at the dozens of men and 
women and children and teens 
who had just had their evening 
meal. Some were enjoying the 
playground equipment, and 
some were gathered in circles 
chatting. A fair number of them wore face masks, to protect 
against COVID. A slender teenage boy stood near the swingset, 
gently playing a small drum. It gave a calm relaxing sound while 
kids nearby laughed and played on the merry-go-round. 

Rob was one of several Native elders who spoke to the Leader 
Wednesday evening as members of the ride relaxed and set 
up camp at the Forbes park Wednesday evening, September 2. 
All of them are leaders in the tribal groups of our region who 
trace their ancestries to people who were either present at the 
deadly encounter at Whitestone Hill in 1863, or were profoundly 
affected by it. 

The 200-mile horse ride, which started August 28 at Fort 
Thompson on the Crow Creek reservation, ended at the 
Whitestone Hill Historic site on September 3, the anniversary 
of the pivotal event that is still formally designated "the Battle 
of Whitestone Hill" but which most native historians believe is 
more accurately termed a massacre. 

As they made their way between overnight points that 
included campouts at Highmore, Faulkton, Ipswich, and Leola, 
then to Forbes and their final destination south of Kulm, the 
riders stayed in the grassy roadside ditches. Support vehicles, 
mainly pickups pulling horse trailers and bearing large tribal 
flags accompanied the riders. A lead pickup, belonging to Volney 





Suppertime! Women on the ride provided a hearty and tasty meal for participants at the 
Forbes Park. Three local representatives present were asked to be first in line. Leaders of the 
ride expressed much appreciation for the local hospitality, which included forage for about 
50 horses and a generous gift of Forbes sausage. 


Fasthorse (assistant director at Standing Rock Sioux Tribe) bore 
a large American flag next to his tribe's flag. 

Forbes retiree Thayne "Festus" Wika noted that the horses 
were unshod, in traditional native practice, and that many of the 
riders didn't use saddles. "If you put me on a horse without a 
saddle," he joked, "I wouldn't be able to walk for a few days." A 
former military recruiter (and former horseman himself), Festus 
has had many years of experience relating to native American 
families and young men in South Dakota. As suppertime drew 
near, Festus was engaged in lengthy conversations with elders 
about native American history and local history. Meanwhile the 
horses enjoyed their welcome at the Kronberg's fenced pasture 
west of town. Fasthorse thanked the town of Forbes for giving 
the riders and their entourage a "red carpet welcome." 

Since horses are a central part of the identity of northern plains 
tribes (especially the Lakota, Dakota and Nakota, but not limited 
to them), traveling cross-country on horseback carries great 
meaning. For many of the older persons in the group, this is a 
tradition they have engaged in regularly over the years. For many 
of the younger participants, it is a formative experience that will 
remain in their hearts and minds for a lifetime. Current plans are 
to make the ride an annual event for the next three years.

“Be Nice” 

It’s hard for me to believe some of 
the personal stories about adult peer 
pressure that I have been reading on 
one of the blogs I subscribe to on 
my phone’s news reading app. No, 
these stories don’t come from my 
town. In fact, they don’t come from 
anywhere within maybe a 500-mile 
radius. 

And when I say it’s hard to believe 
them, it’s not because I don t believe 
them. It’s just that it’s hard for me to 
imagine some of this behavior hap- 
pening in my town or in the small 
(or even large) towns on the north- 
ern plains with which I’m familiar. 

Here’s the story that recently 
caught my ire. It was in a letter 
from a gentleman living in an urban 
area near one of the coasts. He asked 
to remain anonymous. He explained 
that a few months ago, “one of my 
neighbors emailed the street email 
list we use to plan block parties” 
and announced that she was buy- 
ing yard signs “for all of our front 
yards.” The yard signs featured a

slogan associated with a currently 
popular social movement. This par- 
ticular gentleman, though, did not 
want to have one of the signs in his 
yard. But “many people responded 
enthusiastically, and within a week, 
literally every house on our block” 
had one of these signs, “except for 
mine.” 

“A few weeks after the signs went 
up,” he went on, “I noticed some- 
thing very strange about my for- 
merly friendly neighbors. When our 
family would take our daily walks 
down the street, people would turn 
their backs to us. Friendly ‘hellos’ 
from us were met with stone silence. 
The neighbor who purchased the 
signs for the street was especially 
cold to me. After a few weeks of 
this, I finally confronted her, and 
asked her if there was some kind of 
problem that I should be aware of, 
that we could be able to talk out. She 
just pointed to my house, smirked, 
and said ‘you know EXACTLY 
what the problem is.’ Then she 
walked away.” 


The result, sadly, is that this man 
and his family, feeling immense 
pressure to conform to their neigh- 
bors' views, decided to put up a 
different sign on their lawn: it 
read “HOME FOR SALE.” They'd 
decided to move to a place where 
they did not feel pressure to publicly 
express the particular social views 
that made them uncomfortable. 

Pd like to think they looked for a 
place where they could put up one 
of those signs or not—or freely put 
up (or not put up) signs supporting 
any of a hundred different social or 
political movements—and still be 
greeted by neighbors with a friendly 
smile and a hello. 

Is it a fantasy to think that there 
are places where people can either 
express (or withhold) their support 
for a popular social movement or 
a political measure (or a candidate) 
without worrying that their neigh- 
bors will turn cold to them? I hope 
it’s not a fantasy. I’d like to think my 
town is more like that than like the 
neighborhood described above. 


The difference, from where I see 
it, 1s not that rural and small-town 
dwellers lack strong opinions. They 
can be as stubborn and opinionated 
as anyone. The difference, I think, is 
that they often have a greater depth 
of genuine neighborliness. 

Life in a rural community, espe- 
cially one with a harsh environ- 
ment, teaches people to get along. 
If my battery is dead on a subzero 
day, I am happy to get a jump from 
anybody, regardless of their social, 
political or religious views. And if 
I see someone stranded with a dead 
battery, I’m going to try and help 
them regardless of what bumper 
stickers they have on their vehicle. 
My neighbor is still my neighbor 
whether I agree with his yard sign 
or not. These are small examples. 
They could be expanded to lots of 
other areas. 

Here’s a maxim that could remind 
us to be neighborly: “be nice to 
other people not because they are 
nice, but because you are.”

Hunters Reminded of Big 
GameTransport Rules 

Big game hunters are reminded of 
requirements for transporting deer, elk 
and moose carcasses and carcass parts 
into and within North Dakota, as a 
precaution against the possible spread 
of chronic wasting disease. 

Hunters are prohibited from trans- 
porting into or within North Dakota 
the whole carcass of deer, elk, moose 
or other members of the cervid family 
from states and provinces with docu- 
mented occurrences of CWD in wild 
populations, or in captive cervids. 

In addition, hunters harvesting a 
white-tailed deer or mule deer from 
deer hunting units 3A1, 3B1, 3F2, 4B 
and 4C, a moose from moose hunting 
units M10 and M11, or an elk from 
elk hunting units E2 and E6, cannot 
transport the whole carcass outside the 
unit. However, hunters can transport 
the whole carcass between adjoining 
CWD carcass restricted units. 

North Dakota Game and Fish 
Department district game wardens 
will be enforcing all CWD transporta- 
tion laws. 

Hunters are encouraged to plan 
accordingly and be prepared to quarter 
a carcass, cape out an animal, or clean 
a skull in the field, or find a taxider- 
mist or meat locker within the unit or 


state who can assist. 

Game and Fish maintains several 
freezers throughout the region for sub- 
mitting heads for CWD testing, begin- 
ning Sept. 1. 

For questions about how to comply 
with this regulation, hunters should 
contact a district game warden or other 
department staff ahead of the planned 
hunt. 

The following lower-risk portions 
of the carcass can be transported: 

e Meat that has been boned out. 

e Quarters or other portions of meat 
with no part of the spinal column or 
head attached. 

e Meat that is cut and wrapped 
either commercially or privately. 

e Hides with no heads attached. 

e Skull plates with antlers attached 
with no hide or brain tissue present. 

e Intact skulls with the hide, eyes, 
lower jaw and associated soft tissue 
removed, and no visible brain or spi- 
nal cord tissue present 

e Antlers with no meat or tissue 
attached. 

e Upper canine teeth, also known as 
buglers, whistlers or ivories. 

e Finished taxidermy heads. 


Fire Danger Index for Fall 
Outdoor Activity 
As hunting seasons and other fall 


outdoor activities get underway, 
the North Dakota Game and Fish 
Department reminds hunters, anglers 
and other enthusiasts to be aware of 
the daily fire danger index. 

Recent high daytime temperatures, 
combined with typical dry, late-sum- 
mer ground conditions, has caused 
an elevated fire danger index in some 
counties that will influence outdoor 
activities. 

Hunters are urged to keep up with 
the daily rural fire danger index, issued 
by the National Weather Service, to 
alert the public to conditions that may 
be conducive to accidental starting or 
spread of fires. 

In addition, county governments 
have the authority to adopt penalties 
for violations of county restrictions 
related to burning bans. These restric- 
tions apply regardless of the daily fire 
danger index and remain in place until 
each county’s commission rescinds 
the ban. 

The fire danger index can change 
daily depending on temperature, wind 
and precipitation forecasts. If the 
index reaches the extreme category, 
open burning is prohibited; off-road 
travel with a motorized vehicle is pro- 
hibited, except for people engaged in a 
trade, business or occupation where it 
is required; and smoking is restricted 


to inside of vehicles, hard surface 
areas, homes or in approved buildings. 

Information on current fire danger 
indexes is available at NDResponse. 
gov. 

Grouse and Partridge Seasons 
Open Sept. 12 

North Dakota’s hunting seasons 
for grouse and partridge will open 
Saturday, Sept. 12. 

Shooting hours are one-half hour 
before sunrise to sunset. Sharptails, 
ruffed grouse and Hungarian partridge 
each have a daily limit of three and a 
possession limit of 12. 

All hunters, regardless of age, 
must have a general game and habitat 
license. In addition, hunters age 16 
and older need a small game license. 

Hunters are urged to keep up with 
the daily rural fire danger index, issued 
by the National Weather Service, to 
alert the public to conditions that may 
be conducive to accidental starting or 
spread of fires. County governments 
also have the authority to adopt penal- 
ties for violations of county restric- 
tions related to burning bans. These 
restrictions apply regardless of the 
daily fire danger index and remain in 
place until each county’s commission 
rescinds the ban. Information on cur- 
rent fire danger indexes is available 
through ndresponse.gov.

Armstrong spoke of challenges and 
opportunities for North Dakota. 
One of his main goals in Congress, 
he said, has been to educate fellow 
lawmakers about the state’s impor- 
tant national role, and to help them 
understand that the state is not at all 
backward, but is highly advanced 
in many areas, especially education 
and technology. He also mentioned 
that in the post-COVID era, it is 
likely that rural areas will be more 
attractive for former city dwellers. 
“When you take away the advan- 
tages of living in a big city and you 
realize you can do your job from 
anywhere, and your company will 
allow you to do your job anywhere, 
it’s going to be interesting to see 
what kind of migration we have.” 

Armstrong expressed strong 
opposition to the idea of “privatiz- 
ing” the post office, saying that 
would be devastating to small 
towns like Ellendale. He said that 
senators Heidi Heitkamp and John 
Hoeven had long been dedicated 
to reforms that would preserve the 
postal service while keeping its 
budget within reason, and that this 
is a priority for him as well. 

Asked about the role of the press, 
Armstrong said weekly small-town 
newspapers have an indispensable 
role in keeping the public informed 
on local issues. He said that in 
many ways, local newspapers have 
done a better job reporting on polit- 
ical issues than the national press. 
“I was the legion baseball coach in 
a small town and a criminal defense 
attorney,” he said. “I cut my teeth 
with the press” that would hold him 
accountable both for how he dealt 
with his players and how he dealt 
with his cases. 

“If you are a guy like me who 
believes in local control then it’s 
important to cover your city com- 
mission and your county commis- 
sion and your park board and your 
school board,” said Armstrong. 


When asked about news cover- 
age, he complimented the Leader 
for trying to keep a non-partisan 
approach. Local controversies, such 
as infrastructure spending, school 
improvement measures, he said, 
can divide people, but can't be 
avoided altogether. “Every tough 
decision you make in city and 
county government,” he said, has 
the possibility of angering half the 
voters. Because of this, “people 
who serve in those positions really 
have to care about their community, 
and they have to be able to take 
criticism for decisions they make.” 
Armstrong said that he has become 
used to this criticism and expects 
it, but “I am concerned that it’s 
going to be harder and harder to 
get people to run for local office. 
Local control only works if you get 
people who are willing to serve.” 

Armstrong had some strong 
words of criticism for the vitriol 
that 1s often circulated on social 
media. It’s important, he said, to not 
be pulled into a spiral of negativity, 
whether one is considering national 
or local matters. So far, though, 
he thinks citizens of our state are 
doing a better-than-average job in 
this regard. “There’s a lot of things 
going on around North Dakota, I 
don’t care where you’re at, where 
people are giving up free time to 
do things to help their community. 
And even it if you don’t agree with 
them, appreciate the fact that they 
do it.” 

After about 50 minutes of dis- 
cussion, Rep. Armstrong and his 
assistant headed away for stop-offs 
in McIntosh, Logan, and Emmons 
County, and then back to his family 
in Dickinson. 

Regarding the upcoming elec- 
tion, he said “It’s going to be a 
really interesting two months.” He 
made it clear, though, that one of 
the main things he’s looking for- 
ward to this fall is duck hunting 
season.

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Rooting for Routines

Being able to determine what 
will happen this school year will 
be a little difficult, but we know for 
certain that going into a school year 
with the uncertainty of a dangerous 
virus on the loose means having 
structure and routine will be more 
important than ever. 

Simple daily routines like mother 
and child walking to school help 
kids feel more secure and adults 
feel more relaxed. Routines basi- 
cally stay the same whether school 
is in another building or at home. 
Here are a few really important 
times when routines make a big dif- 
ference in how your family tackles 
their school year. 

Sleep is an important routine 
to establish for a healthy body 
and brain. This is true for chil- 
dren and adults. We know that 
a good morning starts the night 
before. Kindergarteners need 10 
to 13 hours of sleep in a 24-hour 
period. School-age youth need nine 
to 12 hours, teens need eight to 10 
hours and adults need seven to nine 
hours. 

Determine what time you need 
to be out the door in the morning, 
then back the time up enough hours 
to get ready for bed, get ready 
in the morning and have enough 
sleep hours to feel refreshed the 
next day. That will give you the 
bedtime you need for each child 
and yourself. Visit Snooze News 
The Importance of Healthy Sleep 
Habits for more information. 

Eating also is important. One 
of the hardest parts about holding 
school at home for working parents 
is the near constant need to supply 
snacks and lunches, as well as an 
evening meal. 

Make packing lunches and 
snacks a part of everyone’s eve-

ning routine. This will save time, as 
well as reduce waste and arguments 
in the morning. If your children are 
learning at home, keep the same 
meal and snack schedule your stu- 
dents would have at school to keep 
the family from snacking out of 
boredom and the dishes from piling 
up in the sink. 

Exercise needs to be part of our 
daily routine, too. Schedule breaks 
to move during the day. Teachers 
provide their students with brain 
boosts to keep the oxygen flowing. 
What can you do from home? 

Walk around the block like a 
turkey or bear, march, skip - the 
possibilities are numerous. Have a 
dance party in the driveway, make 
up your own family cheer complete 
with actions, kick a ball or toss 
beanbags while the weather holds. 
Walk up and down the stairs. Lift 
soup can “weights” to a song. Ten 
minutes of physical activity can 
make sitting down feel good again. 

Evening routines, in addition to 
prepping food, can include check- 
ing homework, packing backpacks 
and laying out clothes. Checking 
the weather together for the next 
day is a great “numbers” skill for 
school-age children and may sway 
the clothing choice. 

Make helping one another succeed 
a routine matter, too. Housework is 
family work. However, standards 
may have to slide when the kitchen 
table becomes an office and a class- 
room. 

If you are working and learning 
at home all together, try partner- 
ing with one child at a time to do 
dishes and talk. Teach everyone to 
help according to their ability with 
laundry, cleaning, making beds and 
yardwork. Family work needs to 
be shared to be learned, and it’s 
always a good time to build team- 
work and teach skills.

If you want a great lawn, now 
: is the time to take action. 
September is the best month 
: to sow seed, fertilize, kill weeds 
: and aerate your lawn. 

Here are some things you 
: should do this month. 

: Fill in bare spots. Now through 
: mid-September is the best time 
: to sow grass. The seeds will 
: germinate quickly in the warm 
: soil. As a bonus, weed seedlings 
: rarely germinate in the fall, so we 
: don't have to worry about them. 
: Awesome! 

Choose a high-quality seed 
: mix with a blend of grasses. Most 
: seed mixes will include cultivars 
: of Kentucky bluegrass, fine/red 
: fescues and perennial ryegrass. 
Kentucky bluegrass is a hardy 
: grass that should be the pre- 
: dominant grass for sunny areas. 
: The fine/red fescues are best for 
: Shade. Perennial ryegrass is a 
: nice addition to a mix because 
: it germinates rapidly and stabi- 
: lizes the soil while the other lawn 
: grasses emerge. 

This also is a terrific time to lay 
: sod. It will quickly "knit" into the 
: ground. 

Fertilize. Fall is the most 
: important time to fertilize your 
: lawn. Lawns grow vigorously and 
: grow most of their roots this 
: time of year. If you fertilize your 
: lawn only once a year, do it in 
: September. Labor Day is a good 
: date to target for fertilizing. 
Fertilizer has three major com- 
nitrogen, phosphate 
: and potash. Nitrogen is the most 


: ponents: 


: important for turf growth. Look 
: for a fertilizer that has more than 
: 20% nitrogen. 

Select a fertilizer with slow- 
: release nitrogen. This fertilizer 
: will promote the growth of roots 
: this fall and provide for a vigor- 
: ous greening up of the lawn in 
: the spring. 

Phosphate is least important 
: because it is already abundant in 
: most soils. Potash will help the 
: lawn become hardy for winter. 
: Look for a "winterizer" fertilizer 


that has at least 10% potash. 

Do not fertilize your lawn if it 
has not come out of its summer 
dormancy. You may burn it. 

Kill broadleaf weeds. Mid to 
late September is the best time 
to kill broadleaf weeds, including 
dandelions, thistles and clover. 
As days get shorter, the weeds 
begin moving nutrients down into 
their roots to prepare for winter. 

This is good for us because 
a herbicide sprayed on a weed 
at this time will be absorbed 
and naturally sent down into the 
weed's root system, killing the 
entire plant. Bye, bye weed! 

Aerate. The vast majority of 
lawns never need to be aer- 
ated, but all lawns will enjoy it. 
September is the best time to 
aerate the lawn. This is when 
roots grow, and aeration pro- 
motes new roots. Compacted 
ground (walkways and heavy 
soils) especially will benefit from 
aeration. 

Hollow tine or core aerators 
are recommended because they 
create air pockets by removing 
plugs of soil/thatch (cores) from 
the turf. Let the cores dry for a 
couple of days and then mow to 
break them up. 

Remove cores as deeply as 
possible (about 3 inches) when 
aerating. You obtain the best 
results when the soil is slightly 
moist but not wet. If the soil is 
dry, irrigate it one or two days 
before aerating. 

You can fertilize after a core 
aeration to encourage the recov- 
ery of the turf. Lawns may be 
overseeded after aeration, too. 

Now is the time for lawn 
improvement. Let's get busy!

Catfacing is another disorder 
you may discover when harvest- 
ing your tomatoes. The blossom 
scar on the bottom of the fruit 
becomes enlarged or perforated. 
It is not clear what causes the 
problem, but it appears to be 
more common when cold tem- 
peratures occur during flowering, 
there are extreme fluctuations 
in day and night temperatures, 





excessive pruning has occurred 
or there’s been an overapplica- 
tion of nitrogen fertilizer. As long 
as the fruit is otherwise undam- 
aged, it is safe to eat. 

When these problems occur 
make notes to correct your gar- 
den maintenance to avoid these 
problems in the future.

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| have gotten up at the usual 
time every day for six months, 
put on my typical work clothes 
and tried not to snack all day in 
my campus Office. 

Then the basket arrived. 

The department administrative 
assistant moved the basket to 
the breakroom down the hall, 
away from both of us. Just for 
fun, | have been monitoring the 
status of the treats as faculty 
have returned to teach classes. 
All the cookies and candy bars 
are gone. 

You may have heard of the 
“quarantine 15" or the "pandemic 
15" on TV news shows or in 
magazines, similar to the "fresh- 
man 15." 

College freshmen tend to gain 
weight. In fact, researchers have 
found that 25% of college fresh- 
men gain at least 5% of their 
body weight during their first 
semester. Although 15 pounds 
often is cited, their actual weight 
gain is closer to 7-1/2 to 10 
pounds. 

| am sure some researchers 
are in the midst of an epic pan- 
demic weight gain study. 

We've been stressed for a vari- 
ety of reasons these past months. 
As our world has changed, many 
people have changed their eat- 
ing and physical activity habits. 


Many of us spend our days on 
Zoom video calls or working at 
computers for hours. 

Gyms were closed for months, 
and some people stayed inside 
and binge-watched movies. 
Others are baking and cooking 
to the point that ingredient short- 
ages occurred at grocery stores. 
Yeast was like gold in some 
areas. 

| never have seen so many 
photos of baked goods show up 
on my Facebook feed. 

We promote healthful home 
food preparation in the field of 
nutrition, so cooking and baking 
at home is fun. However, too 
many cookies and calories in 
general can result in weight gain. 

| think we all know that. 

Some people have changed 
their wardrobe to sweat pants 
and T-shirts. Be careful with 
stretchy fabrics if weight man- 
agement is your goal. 

You might want to wear jeans 
or pants with waistbands in your 
current size. Do you know your 
body mass index (BMI)? The BMI 
weight tool takes into account 
height and weight. You can cal- 
culate yours with this formula: 
Weight (in pounds) divided by 
height (inches) divided (again) 
by height in inches. Then multi- 
ply that number by 703. 

A BMI below 18.5 is consid- 
ered "underweight." A BMI of 
18.5 to 24.9 is considered "nor- 
mal" weight, from 25 to 29.9 is 
considered "overweight, and 30 
and above is "obese." 

see https://tinyurl.com/ 
NDSUBMI or an online calcula- 
tor from the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention. 

Excess weight has many 
health effects. It increases our 
risk for diabetes, cancer, high 
blood pressure, joint issues and 
many other health concerns. 
Now health experts are warning 
us that obesity is a risk factor in 
the severity of COVID-19 symp- 
toms. 

Losing weight may be a chal- 
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lenge during a pandemic, so 
maintaining our current weight : 
might be our best option. 

We all can learn lessons from : 
the people who have been 
tracked on the National Weight 
Control Registry. The list includes 
more than 10,000 people who 
have achieved and maintained : 
significant weight loss. 

Their weight loss has ranged 
from 30 pounds to 300 pounds. : 
About 98% of those in the reg- : 
istry have modified their food 
intake and 94% have increased 
their physical activity. The favor- 
ite activity has been walking. 

Most (78%) eat breakfast daily : 
and 75% weigh themselves at : 
least once a week. Nearly two 
out of three limit their TV viewing 
to 10 hours per week. 

Instead of a recipe this week, 
here are five snack options mod- 
erate in calories (about 100 calo- 
ries each), which might fill some : 
nutrition gaps. However, choose : 
one for a snack, not all five. 

* Half an apple (about 3/4 : 
cup slices) with 2 teaspoons of : 
peanut butter or sunflower seed 
butter 

* 14 almonds or 20 pistachios 

* 3 whole-grain crackers with : 
one slice of low-fat cheese divid- : 
ed among the crackers 

* 1 cup of raw carrots with 3 : 
tablespoons of nonfat dressing : 
(or 2 tablespoons hummus) 

* 2 1/2 cups of diced water- : 
melon

How to Prevent Falls 
During a Pandemic 

Dear Savvy Senior, 

My 80-year-old mother, who 
lives alone and is self-isolating 
during the coronavirus pandemic, 
has fallen several times. Are there 
any extra precautions you recom- 
mend that can help prevent this? 

Concerned Daughter 

Dear Concerned, 

Falls are a common concern 
for many elderly adults and their 
families, especially during the 
coronavirus pandemic when many 
seniors are sheltering at home 
alone. 

Each year, more than 1-in-4 
older Americans fall, making it 
the leading cause of both fatal and 
nonfatal injuries for those age 65 
and older. But many falls can be 
prevented. Depending on what’s 
causing your mom to fall, here are 
some different tips that can help 
prevent it. 

Encourage exercise: Weak leg 
muscles and poor balance are two 
of the biggest risk factors that 
cause seniors to fall. Walking, 
strength training and tai chi are all 
good for improving balance and 
strength, as are a number of bal- 
ance exercises your mom can do 
anytime like standing on one foot 
for 30 seconds then switching to 
the other foot, and walking heel- 
to-toe across the room. 

For additional balance and 
leg strengthening exercises, see 
AgeBold.com. 

Review her medications: Does 
your mom take any medicine, or 
combination of medicines, that 
make her dizzy, sleepy or light- 
headed? If so, make a list or 
gather up all the drugs she takes 
— prescriptions and over the coun- 
ter — and contact her doctor or 
pharmacist for a drug review and 
adjustment. 

Get a vision test: Poor vision 
can be another contributor to falls, 
so your mom should get her eyes 
checked once a year and be sure 
to update her eyeglasses if need- 
ed. Also be aware that if your 
mom wears bifocal or progressive 
lenses, they too can cause falls, 
especially when walking outside 
or going down steps. These lenses 
can affect depth perception, so she 
may want to get a pair of glasses 
with only her distance prescrip- 
tion for outdoor activities. 

If your mom is concerned about 
a trip into her eye doctor dur- 
ing the pandemic, she can get 
her vision tested online. Call her

And to buy 
eyeglasses online, some popular 
options include WarbyParker. 
com and ZenniOptical.com. 

Fall-proof her home: There are 
a number of simple household 
modifications you can do to make 
your mom’s living area safer. Start 
by helping her arrange or move 
the furniture so there are clear 
pathways to walk through and 
pick up items on the floor that 
could cause her to trip like news- 
papers, shoes, clothes, electrical 
or phone cords. 

If she has throw rugs, remove 
them or use double-sided tape to 
secure them. 

In the bathroom buy some non- 
skid rugs for the floors and a rub- 
ber suction-grip mat or adhesive 
non-skid tape for the floor of the 
tub or shower, and have a carpen- 
ter install grab bars in and around 
the tub/shower for support. 

Also, make sure the lighting 
throughout the house is good, pur- 
chase some inexpensive plug-in 
nightlights for the bathrooms and 
hallways, and if she has stairs, put 
handrails on both sides.

Choose safe footwear: Going 
barefoot or wearing slippers or 
socks at home can also cause falls, 
as can wearing backless shoes, 
high heels, and shoes with smooth 
leather soles. The safest option for 
your mom is rubber-sole, low-heel 
shoes. 

Purchase some helpful aids: If 
your mom needs some additional 
help getting around, get her a cane 
or walker. Also, to help ensure 
your mom’s safety, and provide 
you some peace of mind, consider 
getting her a medical alert device 
that comes with a wearable emer- 
gency button that would allow her 
to call for help if she were to fall 
or need assistance.

Does Obedience to God Matter? 
HOPE FOR TODAY

Clay Center, Kansas —Often I engage with people in 
conversations about God and the Bible. Many times I 
do not know where they stand with God until we begin 
talking. More often than not, I hear “I believe in God”, “I 
pray”, “I’ve asked for forgiveness’, “I’ve been baptized”, 
or even “Jesus is my Savior and Lord.” Yet, in the midst 
of these religious professions I have noticed a glaring 
problem. There is a wide chasm between their profession and daily life- 
style. The two do not line up. When I observe this and ask a question 
like, “It’s wonderful you state that Jesus is your Savior and Lord. Do you 
obey Him?” Then I hear the sound of crickets. Somehow, someway, they 
have been exposed to a teaching that tells them obedience to God does 
not matter. They have been taught that if they get all the right religious 
professions down and throw in a few important religious duties along with 
that, then God’s grace will cover them and their home in heaven is certain. 
Is this true? 

Within days of Jesus’ death and resurrection, He was spending time with 
His disciples teaching them, preparing them for what was to come. He 
stressed the importance of obedience to Him four times, saying, “If you 
love me, you will keep my commandments. . .”, “Whoever has my com- 
mandments and keeps them, he it is who loves me.”, “If anyone loves me, 
he will keep my word . . .”, Whoever does not love me does not keep my 
words” (John 14:15,21,23-24). Jesus, the Master Teacher, was emphasiz- 
ing an absolutely essential truth in the Christian life — obedience to God 
matters. Notice the kind of obedience Jesus talked about was not mere rule 
keeping. It was an obedience that springs from a heart of love for Christ. 
Not a romantic love that is just feeling, but a love that is rational, deliber- 
ate, sacrificial and willing to lay down its life in suffering and death for 
Him if necessary, just like Jesus modeled through the cross. In addition to 
the obedience question, another one is, “You say Jesus is your Savior and 
Lord . . ., but do you love Him?” 

The lyrics in our modern worship music extols the love of God, but 
where are the lyrics that also sings about our obedience to Him? Our 
evangelism proclaims the love of God in Christ inviting people to pray and 
make professions, rather than calling them to take up their cross and obey 
the gospel’s challenging call of repentance from sin. Our churches teach 
the love of God through biblical principles, keys and steps to be followed 
in order to live a better life, rather than biblical commands to be obeyed in 
order to live a holy life. 

The church has created a whole generation of followers of Christ that 
elevate professions and feelings above the way of the cross. For it is rooted 
in a sacrificial love that is demonstrated in daily obedience to the Word of 
God and the leadership of the Holy Spirit. 

What I am writing about is so important. Eternal souls are at stake. 
Every one of us is heading toward an appointment with God our Creator 
on Judgment Day. This should instill a healthy fear of God, and sense of 
accountability within each of us. As the Lord Jesus will one day examine 
us, are we just going to offer profession after profession? Jesus predicts 
this will actually happen. He once said people will come to Him on that 
day and say, “Lord, Lord” and He will reply, “Why do you call me ‘Lord, 
Lord’ and not do what I tell you?” (Luke 6:46) 

Obedience is non-negotiable. It is a must! Itis an expression of saving 
faith and love toward Christ, who obeyed His own Father and gave all for 
Him. Let us follow the example of Jesus. And let us begin by obeying the 
call to repentance, to turn from what we know is wrong and to God with 
all our heart. 

A prayer for you - “Lord God, help us as pastors, evangelists, mission- 
aries and all believers to take your call to obedience seriously. Help us to 
go beyond teaching professions and principles to teaching obedience to 
the King of Kings. And may all believers everywhere humble themselves 
before your Word no matter the cost. In Jesus’ name. Amen.”

You’re in the middle of dinner 
and your phone rings. Maybe the 
number looks familiar. Perhaps the 
first few digits are the same as your 
number. You may even be looking 
at your own number. 

You answer the call, and on the 
other end is a robotic voice. You 
are the recipient of a robocall. And 
while many robocalls are made by 
legitimate entities looking to con- 
duct legitimate business, it is esti- 
mated that 40 percent of all robo- 
calls are fraudulent. 

Illegal robocalls made by scam- 
mers often use “spoofing” technol- 
ogy to mask their true origin, and 
may change the caller ID to look 
similar to your own phone number. 
A recent AARP study showed that 
59 percent of us are more likely 
to answer if the caller ID shows a 
local area code. 

The robotic voice on the other 
end might claim to represent a util- 
ity, a name-brand company or a 
government agency, or it may offer 
you a free trip, cheap health insur- 
ance or a low-interest loan. 

You may be prompted to press 


“1” to be removed from their call 
list. 

Even just pressing a key or 
answering a question alerts scam- 
mers that they’ve hit on a “live” 
number, and your phone number 
will be added to even more lists 
that are bought and sold among 
criminals. 

Let calls go to voicemail or your 
answering machine if you aren’t 
100 percent sure who is calling you. 
Listen to the message, and if it’s a 
threat from a government agency, 
a utility company or some other 
entity, know that it is a scam. 

If you do answer a suspicious 
robocall, once you realize it’s sus- 
picious, hang up without engaging. 
If the caller claims to be from a 
legitimate-sounding entity, hang up 
and call that entity on a number you 
know to belong to them.

The ND Veterans Home is our “Thank You” to 
veterans. 

I’m a proud Marine. Not as lean as I once was but 
I still cherish the friendships, opportunities, and life 
changing lessons learned from my time in active duty. 
As a member of the Veterans of Foreign Wars and 
American Legion, I’m familiar with the North Dakota 
Veterans Home in Lisbon, ND. My father was Army 
Air Corps in World War 2. When the time had come 
to seek the care he needed, choosing the North Dakota 
Veterans Home was our first choice. A magnificent 
facility with exemplary staff and care. It was then I 
truly learned what a blessing this place was to our 
American service men and women. My father thrived 
there. And I also witnessed the dignity, honor, respect, 
and reverence this wonderful place showed him when 
his passing came. I have great pride in the memory of 
that day. 


Saturday August 29: White House Coronavirus 
Response Coordinator Dr. Deborah Birx held a round- 
table in Fargo with state officials including Gov. 
Burgum today. Burgum said she came at a “critical 
juncture” when numbers of cases in North Dakota are 
at new highs. 

Birx complimented the state on increasing the num- 
ber of COVID-19 tests. This testing, she said, allows 
people to be isolated before they develop symptoms, 
thus preventing them from spreading the virus fur- 
ther. Birx also complimented the state for its online 
“dashboard” that keeps the public informed about the 
number of cases and their distribution. 

Sunday August 30: Reuters New Agency reported 
that the number of people testing positive for COVID- 
19 in the US topped six million. There was a recent 
upsurge in the middle part of the country, attrib- 
uted in part to mass testing on college campuses. 
“Nationally,” said the article, "metrics on new cases, 
deaths, hospitalizations and the positivity rates of tests 
are all declining, but there are emerging hotspots in 
the Midwest.” 

Monday, August 31: Grand Forks City Council 
members and meeting attendees exchanged stern 
words when discussing the COVID-19 situation in 
the town, which currently had 536 positive tests for 
coronavirus, 87% of them from people aged 15 to 29. 

The members discussed imitating Minnesota’s mask 
mandate, but most did not favor the move. “The 
question,” asked one attendee, "is, 'is our response to 
COVID-19 appropriate for the level of risk it brings to 
us?'" Mayor Brandon Bochenski got attention when he 
said "this isn't Nazi-Germany where we can bust into 
houses and force people to wear masks" (Grand Forks 
Herald). 

Tuesday, Sept. 1: 

The Fargo Forum reported on the city of Sturgis’s 
mass COVID-19 mass testing event for its citizens 
following the bi motorcycle rally in August. 650 
residents were tested and 26 positive results turned 
up. The City of Sturgis said that " total attendees of 
the event far surpassed all anticipations” but “the vast

majority of attendees greatly changed their behaviors 
by spending far less time in downtown Sturgis and far 
more time socially distant, riding the beautiful Black 
Hills." 

The Forum article said that “as of Sept. 1, there 
were 2,750 active COVID-19 cases in the state, the 
highest daily total since the beginning of the pandemic 
in March.” 

Wednesday, Sept. 2: Sanford Health announced 
the first ever trial of SAB-185, a new type of “human 
polyclonal antibody therapeutic” treatment. Sanford 
Health has its headquarters in Sioux Falls, SD, and 
identifies itself as “the largest provider of rural health- 
care in the country.” Sanford is the first provider to 
conduct a trial of the SAB-185 treatment. 

Thursday, Sept. 3: Today Governor Burgum raised 
the official COVID-19 risk level for eight North Dakota 
counties to “yellow.” He identified Burleigh, Morton, 
Grand Forks, Stark, Williams, McLean, Barnes and 
Benson counties as all facing an increased Icvel of 
infection. Bismarck, Grand Forks and Dickinson are 
all in these counties. Cass County (where Fargo 1s 
located) remained at the “green” level because of its 
relatively high rate of testing and low rate of positive 
results. 

Friday, Sept. 4: Atlantic magazine published an 
essay subtitled "The social and economic costs borne 
by young people without offices." 

Drawing on her own experiences and several stud- 
ies, the author suggested that the dramatic rise in 
remote work due to COVID is separating people from 
social contacts that may be important for basic mental 
social well-being, and career advancement too. 

Here are two quotes from the essay: 

" Americans were struggling with feelings of loneli- 
ness so widespread that they were considered a major 
public-health burden even before the pandemic began, 
and the virus has only exacerbated that problem." 

"Workplaces are complex social ecosystems just like 
all other places humans inhabit, and decentralizing 
them can obliterate the things that make them satisfy- 
ing."

COUNTY SCHOOL NOTES 
More Regarding the Vaccination of School Children.—Other Matters 


It may be helpful to say that the rules of the state board of health that no child shall be 
permitted to enter any school until satisfactory evidence of successful vaccination has been 
given, has the force of law, and a violation of it is punishable by imprisonment not exceeding 
one year, or fine not exceeding $2.000, or both. 

Dr. Walker, superintendent of the board of health, Dickey County, has had several vaccina- 
tion certificates printed, reading as follows: “This is to certify that (name) aged (years) has 
been vaccinated this (date) and is thereby permitted to attend school under the state vac- 


These certificates are to be placed with the physicians of the county who in their drives 
the next month will vaccinate at the school houses and homes, or children may be brought to 
their offices. The children reserve the certificates for inspection. The county superintendent 
of schools has no authority to excuse anyone from vaccination. This is the business of the

Rob Gill (the gentleman referred 
to at the beginning of this article) 
doesn’t have a horse, and he isn’t 
one of the riders. But he has been 
looking forward to coming along 
on this expedition for a long time. 
Since his childhood. Rob is an 
enrolled member of the Sisseton- 
Wahpeton Oyate (the Lakota term 
that translates roughly into “tribal 
community”) and for most of his 
life he has made a pilgrimage to 
Whitestone Hill about once a year. 
“I try to visit whenever I can,” he 
said. “It means a lot to me and my 
people.” Rob is a mortician and 
funeral director at Chilson Funeral 
Chapel in Winstead, Minnesota. A 
2012 graduate of Worsham College 
of Mortuary Science, Rob is one 
of only four fully licensed funeral 
directors in the country who prac- 
tice his specialty, which is arranging 
and conducting funerary services in 
close accordance with Native cus- 
toms. “It’s the hardest job you can 
have,” he said, noting that Native 
customs are quite diverse, and that 
serving them adds to the already 
difficult challenges funeral direc- 
tors face. The COVID-19 crisis has 
made things even harder. 

Several other elders also spoke to 
the Leader. One of them was Claude 
Two Elk, a Sioux Tribal Elder who 
long ago devoted himself to aca- 
demics in his efforts to improve life 
for his people. “I went to school 
to be a counselor,’ he explained. 
Claude, whose native name is 
Tokala Hocokan Waokiya Ob Mani, 
earned two master’s degrees in his 
quest, but concluded that formal 
learning had its limits. He ended 
up re-embracing many of the tribal 
traditions he believes were lost over 
the past century and a half. Like 
other elders, Claude spoke of a 
deep sadness his people have lived 
with for generations. That sadness 
expresses itself in many ways, he 
said, some of them very damaging. 

As expressed by Claude and oth- 
ers, one of the main motivations 
for the Whitestone Hill Ride is to 
seek healing from historical trauma. 
The goal is not to get publicity or 
achieve a political goal. In fact the 
ride has gotten very little publicity. 
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Their trek, they believe, will help 
them (and by extension, others in 
their tribal communities) to better 
understand their own history and 
identity, and find healing. 

As the last glimmers of the day’s 
sunshine lit his face, Rob looked 
again toward the group of men and 
women who were assembling in a 
wide circle (with social distancing) 
to talk about their reasons for com- 
ing along on the journey. 

Jimmy Hallum, a _ Santee 
(Nebraska) leader, who presided 
over the circle, recorded it for a 
Facebook Live session. Ride par- 
ticipants responded to the question 
"What would you do today if where 
you lived, all the people you loved, 
family, everybody, was all the sud- 
den surrounded by foreign forces 
with superior weapons, and you’re 
peaceful and you’re not doing any- 
thing, and all the sudden they start- 
ed firing on you. And years later 
nobody knew about it?" 

As they thought about some of 
the things that transpired during that 
fateful encounter 157 years ago, 
most of the respondents were unsure 
what they would have done. But 
they all were giving serious thought 
to this most difficult aspect of this 
region's history. Earlier that eve- 
ning, Hallum had told the Leader 
that "most of our people (Native 
Americans) don’t even know that 
story." 

Learning and coming to grips 
with what happened long ago is the 
main motivation for the trip. As Rob 
Gill said before walking over to the 
circle, “We’ve got a history, just like 
anyone else. And we’ve got a future 
just like anyone else.” 

Pausing for a moment, he added 
“And we’re still here.”

Wills, and Ellendale resident Kerry Waldo visited the Coleman 
Museum on August 21. The visit was bittersweet, as Lee and Ann 
had come to Eillendale following the death of wife and mom Evelyn 
Schliep Alger, who passed away August 1 after a long illness. 

Lee is well known in Ellendale for his many years of leadership at 
Ellendale Public School, especially in athletics. In 1978 Lee organized 
the Ellendale Quarterback Club to promote area athletic programs. The 
first banquet of the Quarterback Club featured Ellendale native and 
Philadelphia Eagles star player Pete Retzlaff. 

Lee spoke fondly of his years in Ellendale, and of the many friends 
and colleagues he worked with over the years. Lee came to Ellendale 
from Delano, Minnesota in 1965 to attend school at UND-EB, and 
ended up putting down roots here. He married Evelyn, a local girl, and 
they both set out on productive careers in education. 

Ann's special interest in visiting the museum was to view photos and 
materials from the Van Meter schoolhouse collection.
